AN ACT to authorize the City of Jefferson to borrow money. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows:

of the state, not to exceed five thousand dollars, to the 
city of Jefferson, in the county of Jefferson, in this 
state, and the said city is hereby authorized to borrow 
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a sum not exceeding the amount above named of the

The secretary of state shall each year, be portioned 
and paid with until the whole loan be repaid, furnish the county 
state taxes. clerk of the county of Jefferson the amount which shall 

be due from such city of Jefferson on said indebtedness, 
at the same time that he furnishes to that officer a state-
ment of the state tax. It shall be the duty of the 
county clerk of the county of Jefferson, on receiving 
such statement, to include the amount due from such 
city on said indebtedness in his apportionment of the 
state taxes to the town of Jefferson, but it shall be 
carried out in a separate column, chargeable to such 
city of Jefferson; and the town clerk of the town of 
Jefferson shall charge such amount on his tax roll to
